REMARKS 



Claim Reiections and Amendments 

Claims 1-7 and 16-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. 

The claims have been amended to eliminate this rejection by changing the term 
"secondary bonus feature" to —bonus game—. 

Regarding the terms "non-initial state" and "initial state", those terms were present in, at 
least, originally filed claims 2-4. As such, these terms are described in the application as 
originally filed. To expedite prosecution, the specification has been amended to refer to the 
terms "non-initial state" and "initial state". 

Thus, it is respectfully requested the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 112 be 
withdrawn.
